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Federal Caustic Poison Act 
Reaches Far Beyond Its Purpose 

The United States has now an interstate 
“poison” labeling law (the Federal caustic 
poison act). This statute became effective 
September 4. Because the restrictions laid 
by this act do not harmonize in whole with 
those of similar laws in many States. and 
seem to exceed necessity, manufacturers of 
the substances covered by the act, manu- 
facturers of proprietary preparations con- 
taining these substances, and wholesalers 
handling either or both sorts of commodities 
will do well to become acquainted with the 
provisions of the law and the regulations 
for its enforcement. 

\ hearing on the regulations in connec- 
tion with the Federal caustic poison act wili 
be held in Washington, September 20, by 
ihe Food, Drug and Insecticide Adiminis- 
tration. The administration will hear oral 
argument or will receive briefs or other 
written comment on that date. It will also 
give consideration to comment submitted in 
letter or brief at any time before the date oi 
the hearing. The importance of this statute 
and the scope of its application make it im- 
perative that the discussion of the regula- 
tions be widespread. 

Some of the articles designated as a “dan- 
gerous caustic or corrosive substance” by 
the new Federal law are not generally con- 
sidered to be of such a nature in the trades 
that handle them. A 10-percent solution of 
hydrochloric acid, 5-percent ammonia water, 
or a solution of silver nitrate of similar 
strength—all of these are included within 
the provisions of the act—is not commonly 
looked upon as a dangerous poison. There 
are certain salts of oxalic acid, which are 
not, particularly in the minimum statutory 
concentration of 10 percent, usually classed 
as caustic or corrosive substances. Cerium 
oxalate is quite generally accepted as being 
physically inert. Bastedo cites authorities 
for its being non-poisonous when taken in 
quantities as large as 50 grams. But, the 
Kederal caustic poison act requires a 10- 
percent concentration of cerium oxalate to 
be labeled “poison”! 

The Manufacturing Chemists’ Association 
is taking an intimate interest in the pro- 
visions of the Federal caustic poisons act 
and the formulation of the administrative 
regulations, Its secretary has prepared a list 
of items in the tentative draft of the regula- 
tions, which seem to him to require atten- 
tion with a view to their elucidation. These 
items have chiefly to do with definitions, and 
it is to be said that in this respect, particu- 
larly in the matter of containers and appli- 
cation, the regulations draft is not especially 
specific. The manufacturers’ association is 
also giving consideration to the exemptions 
from the labeling provisions of the law (it 
is wholly a prohibition of misbranding), The 
sole unqualified exemption, aside from that 
provided for common carriers and that at- 





tending the fact that the law applies, at least, 


apparently, only to retail packages, is that 
manufacturers and wholesalers need not 
place on the containers directions for pro- 
cedure in case of accidental personal injury 
from the contents. Even this exception is 
not stated with particular clarity. As pro- 
vision is made for the exemption of pur- 
chasers (the law applies to receiver as well 
as shipper in interstate commerce) who can 
show a guaranty from the seller, it is to be 
expected that the exemption of the manu- 
facturer or wholesaler will be nominal rather 
than actual. 

A. striking innovation in the 
“poison” labeling laws go, is that no ex- 
ception is made with respect to any prepara- 
tions containing the designated substances 
in the specified proportions. This f 


law, as 


fact is 
emphasized in the tentative regulations by 
a paragraph which requires such prepara- 
tions bearing trade or fanciful names to be 
labeled in conformity with the law.’ A pro- 
prietary medicine, therefore, which contains 
5 percent of phenol (cresol is not designated 
in the act, by the way), or 5 percent of 
ammonia (a liniment for veterinary or gen- 
eral external use, for example), or 10 per- 
cent of cerium oxalate, will be’ required to 
have on its label the common name of such 
ingredient and the word, “poison.” 

Even more striking, in view of the gen- 
erally accepted parentage of the act, is the 
fact that it makes no exception of prepara- 
tions compounded or dispensed on the pre- 
scription of a physician. It follows, there- 
fore, that the retail druggist who is in busi- 
ness near a State line, or who sends pre- 
scribed medicines by mail, must see to it 
that such as contain any of the designated 
substances in the specified proportions and 
are likely to enter into interstate commerce 
are labeled with the common name of the 
substance and the word, “poison.” There 
is, indeed, much to be discussed in connec- 
tion with this new undertaking of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.

Association Service Is Enhanced 
By the Interchange of Experiences 

It is basic in the theory of the benefits to 
be derived from the association of those 
who have a common purpose of endeavor 
that “Two heads are better than one.” It is 
not so much the “safety” which lies in a 
“multitude of counselors” that is sought in 
such association as it is the benefit of cumu- 
lative knowledge and experience. Safe 
planning, safe procedure, it is true, are 
aimed at in association. But, these are 
sought for the group rather than—at least. 
more than—for the individual. He who 
must fly to the shelter of the assemblage 
of his fellows is not often a welcome addi- 
tion to the ranks. 

\hen man rubs shoulders with his fellow- 
man in equal purpose, there is, however, a 
beneficial attrition. There is worn off from 


each some “dust” which the other advan- 
tageously can carry away. Uncommon, in- 
deed, is he who is so poor that he has noth- 
ing which another lacks. So, all add to the 
common when any get together. 
There is not, of course, an equal division of 
give and take, insofar as tangible benefits 
are concerned. Those who can give the least 
must need usually, but not always, take the 
most. Theirs, if they be sharers of the 
equal purpose, are largely the intangible

gifts, the contributions to better under- 
standing, better conditions for all. The 


benefit which redounds from teaching a bet- 
ter way to those whose shortcomings are, at 
least, a disadvantage to the group, is as 
necessary and as productive of good as is 
that which passes more direct to those who 
learn. 

This theory, at first glance, would seem 
to clash with the belief that “Competition 
is the life of trade.” But, that life, of what- 
soever application, which must be main- 
tained by constant stimulation—and the sort 
of competition connoted in the adage is a 
fiery, exciting stimulant—cannot long en- 
dure. Trade lives better, as does man, when 
it has an equanimous existence, a tem- 
pered strife, considerate of harmony, mind- 
ful of the rebounding of the stone that 1s 
cast in thoughtlessness or with a more direct 
purpose to injure. 

The tangible gifts contributed by and to 
association are the ones from which all its 
benefits must primarily be derived. They 
serve, too, to keep alive interest and conse- 
quently to assure a constant flow of good. 
These gifts are many, and the best of them 
are in the interchange of useful information. 
This form of gift-giving is common to the 
meeting of men. Its possibilities have been 
developed to a degree in trade organizations 
which more formally typify the idea of asso- 
ciation. The service bureaus built up in 
certain organizations with a purpose of dis- 
seminating useful information have done a 
great good for industry and commerce. They 
can be developed to a greater beneficence. 
They should be a part of every trade or- 
ganization. 

Informative service through association 
is of many kinds. Those better known have 
to do with statistical data. The less com- 
mon service, that which has to do with the 
interchange of working knowledge and ex- 
perience, is one of immeasurable possibili- 
ties, as any organization which has under- 
taken even an “experience meeting” can 
testify. This is a part of association service, 
most diligently 





which deserves to be 
developed. 

One of the most recent undertakings in 
this respect is the inauguration by the 
American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association of a series of bulletins in which 
the members will tell each other of “some- 
thing that helped us, that may help you.”

Oil Control by Law 
Urged on Bar by Work 


Conservation Board Chief Puts 
Forward Plan for Federal 
Action 


A plan for the drafting of federal leg- 
isiation to curb overproduction of pe- 
troleum was put forward today by Hu- 
bert Work, Secretary of the Interior, and 
chairman of the Federal Oil Conserva- 


tion Board, at a meeting of the Mineral 
Law Section of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, Which is holding its annual con- 
vention. Henry L. Doherty, who has 


preached the need for such legislation for 


the past two years, reiterated his belief 
in the need for federal intervention in 
a brief filed with the section. James A. 


Veasey, general counsel for the Carter 
Oil Company, subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, while agree- 


ing that the oil industry was in a de- 
moralized condition, because of over- 
production, said it was his opinion that 


Federal legislation to control the indus- 
try would be unconstitutional. 
In his address Mr. Work discussed the 


need for conservation in the oil indus- 
try in spite of the record of the past 
Which has been one of a supply ever a 
Step ahead of demand. His suggestion 
that oil conservation legislation be in- 
troduced in Congress follows in part :— 


Overproduction of oil is no longer a debatable 
issue. Whereas a year two ago the optimists 
in the oil business kept up their courage by 
denying both the fact of present surplus and 
the possibility of future deficit, all now admit 
that the oversupply of an expendible resource 
the sure portent future famine 
Constructive statesmanship is plainly needed,

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Tariff Flexibility Not 
Liked Here or Abroad 


Dennis Finds Probes _Irritate 
Europeans—Tests Faced in 





Courts and Congress 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30, 1927. 

Alfred P. Dennis, vice-chairman of the 
United States Tariff Commission, has just 
returned from an extended tour of Eu- 
rope where he found general irritation 
with the flexible provisions of the Ameri- 
can tariff. Procedure considered necessary 
to carry out flexible tariff investigations 
is the sore point, 


In Sweden, Dennis found the most in- 
tense irritation at the sending abroad of 
investigators of the Tariff Commission to 


inspect the books of foreign producers in 
order to obtain data on costs of produc- 
tion Italy, France, and Switzerland, he 





equally unfriendly to this 
practice. Austria, Germany, and Poland 
were less concerned over the matter al- 
though not enthusiastic over the activities 
of American investigators. 

Circumstances are shaping up which are 
expected to furnish a series of tests, dur- 
ing the coming months, of the permanency 
of the flexible tariff. There is no pros- 
pect of any tariff legislation at the next 
session of Congress, but there will be de- 
velopments during the winter which. will 
set the stage for the future treatment of 
section 315 of the tariff act of 1922. 

Chemicals more than any other class of 
commodities have figured in such results 
as have been obtained so far from the 
flexible tariff. On the basis of representa- 
tion in the proclamations which have been 


observed, were 





issued under section 315 for changes in 
rates of duty the chemical industry has 
shown a greater interest in the flexible 


tariff than any other branch of American 
industry. During the coming months the 
flexible tariff will face three serious tests. 
The constitutionality of section 315 is in 
question in the appeal by importers of 
soda nitrite to the Supreme Court of the 
United States from a decision of the 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
upholding the readjustment of the rate of 
duty on that commodity through the op- 
eration of the flexible tariff. Decision of 
the Supreme Court in this matter is ex- 
pected during the winter. 

There is also pending the report of the 
senate committee which investigated the 
Tariff Commission. The commission's ad- 
ministration of section 315 was the chief 
concern of that committee. Its report is 
to go to Congre at the coming session, 
and from the views expressed by various 
members of the committee the flexible tariff 
will face a hard test in the findings of that 
body. 

And lastly there is the test of public 
opinion. Operation of section 315 so far 
hes resulted in so few reductions in rates 
of duty in proporition to the number of in- 
creases ordered that even officials con- 
cerned with the administration of that sec- 
tion of the law are coming to the con- 
clusion that unless the flexible tariff can 
work downward as well as upward it will 
soon disappear from the law.

But all of these are on applications for in- 
creases in rates, and the commission’s 
schedule of reports to President Coolidge 
for changes in rates during the winter of- 
fers little chance of additional reductions. 
The flexible tariff investigations now in 
progress cover onions, flaxseed, eggs and 
egg products, Oriental rugs, cherries, soda 
phosphate, perfume and toilet bottles, 
window glass, pearls and pearl beads, 
fresh tomatoes, canned tomatoes, and 
canned corn. 








Japan Seeks to Force 
Use of Nitrogen Patents 


The Japanese government has been un- 
able for fiscal reasons to utilize the 
patents for nitrogen fixation acquired by 
it from Germany in connection with rep- 
arations, and has, therefore, decided to 
allow these patents to be used by pri- 
vate companies on condition that the op- 


erating plants be completed within the 
next ten years. Last year the Oriental 
Nitrogen Association was formed com- 


prising the Mitsui, Mitsubishi, Sumitomo, 
Furukava and Sankyo interests, which 
received the patents. The Fertilizer In- 
vestigation Commission claims, however, 
that the association has not lived up to 
its agreement with the government in that 
it has made no preparation to utilize 
the patents, but is, instead, attempting to 
control the import of nitrogen fertilizers 
from Germany, thereby defeating the 
primary object of the government which is 
to provide cheap fertilizers for Japanese 
agriculture, according to the United States 
Department of Commerce.

Knight Heads U. Ss. 


Bureau of Chemistry 


Dr. Henry G. Knight, dean of the col- 
lege of agriculture of the University of 
West Virginia, has been appointed chief 
of the new Bureau of Chemistry and Soils 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
eulture by Secretary W. M. Jardine 
Dr. Knight is a man of broad training 
in chemistry, soils, and agronomy, and of 
extensive experience in directing research 
in these fields. He will assume his new 
duties about October 1. 

The new bureau combines three im- 
portant research fields in the depart- 
ment—chemistry, soils. and fixed nitrogen 
—formerly represented by the old Bureau 
of Chemistry, the Bureau of Soils, and 
the Fxed Nitrogen Research Laboratory 
The new bureau was provided for by the 





last Congress at the request of Secre- 
tary Jardine, and took form at the be- 
ginning of the present fiscal year, July 1 

While each of these three = groups 
maintains its identity in the new or- 
ganization, they will be associated in 
such a way as to facilitate the fullest 


co-operation and co-ordination of the re- 
search work. The fields covered are 
closely related and vitally important to 
agricultural development. 

The research work in chemistry and 
chemical technology embraces fifteen 
divisions, taking in the research units of 
the old Bureau of Chemistry. This work 
will be headed by Dr. C. A. Browne, 
who was chief of the old Bureau of 
Chemistry, assisted by Dr. W. W. Skinner, 
assistant chief of the former bureau. Dr 
Browne will also act as associate chief 
of the new bureau, but will. at his own 
request, devote his major energies to re- 
search work in chemistry. 

Dr. F. G. Cottrell. who has been head 
of the fixed-nitrogen and fertilizer re- 
search work of divisions. continues as 
head of this work in the new bureau. 

Dr. A. G. McCall, formerly professor in 
geology and soils of the University of 
Maryland and also formerly connected 
with the old Bureau of Soils, was re- 





cently appointed head of the soils work 
of the new Bureau of Chemistry and 
Soils. He was executive secretary of 


the First International *Congress of 


Soil Science, which was held in Wash- 
ington, in June. 5 
Dr. Knight was born at Bennington, 


Kan., July 21, 1878. He received the 
degree of bachelor of arts from the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1902, and the 
degree of master of arts from the same 


institution in 1904. He was a fellow at 
the University of Chicago in 1903, and 
received the degree of doctor of philosophy 


from the University of Illinois in 1907. 
He was assistant chemist in the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1903-04, pro- 


fessor of chemistry and State chemist of 
Washington 1904-10, and director of the 
Washington Agricultural Experiment 
Station 1910-18. He served as dean of 
the college of agriculture and director 
of the experiment station of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, 1918-20. He was hon- 
orary fellow at Cornell University in 
1921-22 In 1922 he was appointed to 
the positions in West Virginia which he 
now resigns to accet the appointment in 
the Department of Agriculture 

Dr. Knight has taken active part in 
promoting research through the American 
Association of Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations (now the Associa- 
tion of Land Grant Colleges) and was 
a member of the executive committee of 
that association for several years. He is 
a fellow of the American Institute of 
Chemists, and a member of the American 


Chemical Society, the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
Sigma Ni, Phi Beta Kappa, Alpha Zeta, 


Phi Kappa Phi, and other societies.

teductions in prices for dry red lead, 
litharge and orange mineral in casks, 
as well as weakness in other paint 
materials into the manufacture of 
which pig lead enters, furnished the 
chief developments in last week’s mar- 
ket. Other price changes were of rou- 
tine character, dictated by alterations 
in raw materials costs in the main. 

The drop in lead oxides in casks had 
been anticipated by the trade, and con- 
siderable buying which had been with- 
held pending the cut reached the cor- 
roders at the lowered price basis. 
Pigments in kegs were not changed, 
but buyers were holding down their 
contract takings to small quantities for 
prompt requirements, notwithstanding 
the corroders’ guarantee against price 
decline protecting buyers until late 
fall. 

Paint and varnish manufacturers 
were taking dry colors in fairly large 
volume last week, but in the remain- 
der of the market, considerable falling 
off in volume was discernible. This 
slackness was attributed in part to the 
Labor Day holiday, although it ap- 
peared that the cause of the dearth of 
business went deeper, and was due 
probably to the unfavorable weather 
conditions of the past several weeks, 
which have tended to cut down out- 
door painting operations, and curtail 
sales of finishes. 

Domestic window glass manufac- 
turers announced reductions of 15 per- 
cent in prices last week, the drop being 
due to the continued sharp competi- 
tion afforded by the heavy imports of 
foreign glass. Window glass jobbers 
have been carrying but light stocks for 
the past six months or more, and it 
was expected by the manufacturers 
that an immediate speeding-up in 
volume would result from the price cut,

inquiries were reported from the Con- 
tinent and the United Kingdom. 
Developments in the domestic sta- 
tistical position of turpentine contin- 
ued to be closely watched. Receipts 
at Savannah continued free, while 
shipments were comparatively light 
and stocks showed a further increase.

Consumption of turpentine appar- 
ently continued to hold up well de- 
spite some slowing down of new busi- 
ness, and the belief still exists in some 
quarters that the quantity consumed 


for the current season will show a 


considerable increase unless. prices 
should rise considerably above the 
current level. Stocks in the three 


principal markets at the close of Au- 
gust, it is of interest to note, were 
about the same as a year ago, although 
receipts for the season thus far show 
a material increase over the corre- 
sponding period last season. 


Shipments of rosin from primary 
markets were larger, and although 


stocks showed an increase at one 
time, they diminished later on despite 


a continuation of liberal receipts. Ex-

Germans Fail to Curb 
Solvay Soda Expansion 


Deutsche Kali-Werke, Cassel and other 





German potash firms have appealed in 
vain to legal authorities to restrain the 
Solvay works of Bernburg from increas- 
ing soda ash production to 1,500 tons 
from 1,000 tons daily. Kaliwerke as- 
serted that the greater amount would 
overburden the waters of the Saale and 
neighboring streams with chlorine so that 
the Kaliwerke plant, now closed down 
until 1953, would not be allowed to pro- 
cuce capacity from  carnallite liquors, 
also rich in chlorine. The court found 
objections unjustified, but enjoined Sol- 
Vay to regulate production so that Saale 
Water would not be oversaturated with 
chlorine, according to United States 
Trade Commissioner William T. Daugh- 
erty, serlin.

Seed Increasing — Prices 


Lower in Domestic and Foreign Markets 
—QOil Reduced by Crushers 


The trend of prices in domestic and 
foreign flaxseed markets was downward 
last week although there was more or 
less irregularity at times. A depressing 
factor in the Northwest was an in- 
crease in the movement of new crop 
seed and expectations of a further ex- 
pansion in the movement in the near 
future. Reports in regard to the prog- 
ress of the new crop were more or 
less conflicting. In some sections red 
rust was reported to have caused con- 
siderable damage, Trading in North- 
western markets was more active. 

Buenos Aires closed at a decline for 


the week of 4%c. per bushel. Ship- 
ments from Argentina were larger. 
Exports to the United States were 


488,000 bushels, or 288,000 bushels 
more than in the previous week. Ship- 
ments to all destinations were 1,644,000 
bushels against 860,000 in the previous 
week and 1,580,000 last year; since 
January 1, 53,564,000 bushels against 
51,527,000 bushels last year. The Ar- 
gentina visible decreased 400,000 
bushels, 

Linseed oil was reduced by crushers. 
Cake and meal were firm with offer- 
ings light.

The local market for linseed oil was 


easier last week owing to depression 
in domestic and foreign markets for 
seed. Oil prices were reduced by 
crushers to 10.4c. to 10.5e. per pound 


for car lots, cooperage basis, and 9.6c. 
to 9.7c. per pound in tank cars. These 
quotations applied to all positions from 
September to December. 

Competition among crushers was 
rather keen and reports were current to 
the effect that sales were made a point 
or two below quoted prices. New 
business was apparently not on an im- 
portant scale though inquiries were re- 
ceived in a fair volume in some quar- 
ters from consumers in the paint and 
linoleum industries as well as from 
jobbers. There was a steady move- 
ment into consuming channels on un- 
filled contracts. 

The movement of new crop seed to 
terminal markets in the Northwest 
showed a noteworthy increase and a 













further expansion in receipts is ex- 
pected in the near future. Domestic 
markets felt the depressing effects of 


hedge selling by the country. There 
was a good demand for cash seed from 
crushers. 2 

Crop news from Argentina was less 
favorable, complaints being received of 
insufficient moisture. Shipments from

U. S. Issues New Maps of 
Oklahoma-Texas Oil Pools 


The United States Geological Survey 
has published new editions of its maps 
of the oil and gas fields of Oklahoma 
and Texas. Increased output of oil in 
these States is the chief contributor to 
the present overproduction in the coun- 
try as a whole. The names and loca- 
tions of the new pools from which the 
increased yield is being obtained and 
the location of many new wildcat wells 
are shown on the maps. Developments 
are so rapid, however, that even at the 
time of publication the maps are not 


strictly up to date. But the scale is suffi- 
ciently large so that those interested can 
record new developments. 

The maps are printed in colors. Oil 
fields are shown in green, gas fields in red, 
and refineries, oil pipe lines, and salt 
domes in purple; the base, showing county 


and land lines, streams, towns, and rail- 
roads, is printed in a subdued tint so as 
to emphasize the oil and gas features. 
The scale is approximately 8 miles to 
an inch for Oklahoma, and 12 miles for 
Texas, the size of the two maps being 
respectively, 64x34 and 74x57 inches. 
These maps may be obtained from the 
United States Geological Survey, Wash- 


ington, for the price of 50 cents each. 





Tennessee Seeks Backing 
In Gasoline Act Appeal 


_ Governor Austin Peay, of Tennessee, 
September 1 addressed letters to the gov- 
ernors of all other States inviting them to 


intervene in the litigation involving the 
constitutionality of the act of the last 
Tennessee legislature seeking to regulate 
and stabilize the price of gasoline. In 
the federal court recently the law was 
held unconstitutional. 

In the latter, he said in part :— 


It would be well, I submit, for your State to 
intervene in this case, to the end that this 
decision may be reversed and the power in the 
State sustained to regulate the commodity 

In practical effect gasoline distribution is 
now a monopoly. Interstate dealers dare not 
initiate under present conditions any genuine 
competition.

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Refined Oil Futures Active at a Further Rise 
—Cotton and Lard Up—Crude 9%c. 
—Southern Markets Firm 


The drift of prices in’ local and 
Southern markets for cottonseed prod- 
ucts continued upward last week. 
Speculation in refined oil futures here 
again broadened, commission house 
participation being on a larger scale. 
Crop news was” generally’ bullish 
though weather conditions were more 
favorable. Complaints of weevil dam- 
age were numerous. Crude oil sold 
at 9%c. per pound, showing a further 
advance. Offerings of all products in 
southern markets were light. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 210,600 barrels as compared 
with 143,900 barrels in the previous 
week and 66,700 barrels two weeks ago. 
Final prices on Friday showed an ad- 
vance of about $1.75 to $2 per barrel 
as compared with the closing quota- 
tions of the previous Saturday. 

Cotton was active and at times ex- 
cited with sharp fluctuations in prices. 
On Friday December closed at 22.77c., 
January 22.80c. and March 23c., show- 
ing an advance of about $4.50 to $5 
per bale. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market 
developments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


(Detailed prices current—page 3) 


A firm tone prevailed in Southern 
markets for cottonseed, cake and meal 
last week with bullish sentiment ap- 
parently strengthened by recent de- 
velopments in cotton and cottonseed 
products as well as by the increasing 
activity of boll weevil. 

Offerings of cake and meal continued 
light and although reports were cur- 
rent of a better inquiry actual busi- 
ness was apparently not on an import- 
ant seale. According to advices from 
the South, mills in some instances 
have sold less meal ahead thus far 
this season than in recent preceding 
seasons. 

In the Valley quotations on 8 percent 
meal were $36.50 to $37 per ton and 
on 8 percent cake $33 per ton, while 
seed was $34 per ton. In the South- 
east 7 percent meal was $32 to $33 per 
ton. In the Southwest seed was $34 
per ton and 43 percent cake and meal

Cottonseed Oil 


The trend of refined cottonseed oil 
futures in the local market was still 
upward in the main last week although 
there was more or less irregularity at 
times, largely as a result of profit- 
taking by local and outside longs. 
Speculation was more active, transac- 
tions on the opening day of the week 
being the largest recorded in recent 
years. The principal bullish factors 
were unfavorable crop accounts from 
the South, a further rise in cotton, the 
strength of crude oil and a rise in lard 
futures. 

Although weather conditions in many 
parts of the South were more favor- 
able, there was no decrease in the 
number of complaints concerning wee- 
vil. On the contrary reports of in- 
creasing activity and damage from the 





pest were received from various parts 
of the cotton belt, the worst coming 
from the Central, Eastern and Gulf 
sections. 

Another official weevil report was 
received early in the week from Wash- 
ington. It proved to be bullish, show- 
ing increasing emergence and damage. 
All previous weevil records were 
broken in Mississippi, with an aver- 
age of 40 percent of squares punctured 
in the hill counties. Fifty-nine coun- 
ties in Texas reported more weevil 
damage than usual. Complete infesta- 
tion of many Louisiana fields was re- 
ported, while the pest was more abun- 
dant in the western portion of Arkan- 
sas than for many years. 

The weekly government crop report 
was regarded as bullish, stating that 
progress during the period was gener- 
ally poor, or only fair. There was a 
fear that the monthly report from the 
Department of Agriculture, due this 
week, would make a bad showing. 

Offerings of crude oil in all parts of 
the South were reported as light with 
sellers bullish in their views. A good 
inquiry was noted and sales for the 
week in all sections were put ‘by some 
at about 150 tank ears. Products 
which compete with cottonseed oil were 
firm with the trend of prices in some 
instances upward. Tallow was 
stronger here and abroad. Offerings 
of that product here continued light. 

At the auction of tallow in London 
practically all offerings were taken at 
higher prices. Advances occurred in 
lard compound and crude corn oil. 
American lard in Liverpool continued 
to move upward. Stocks of refined 
lard in that market September 1 were 
3,191 tons against 4,060 tons a year ago. 

Commission houses bought the win- 
ter and spring months. Some of this 
buying was attributed to Southern and 
Western interests. Refiners were 
credited with purchases. 

At times setbacks occurred in prices. 
Recent buyers liquidated, and in some 
quarters it was contended that the 
weevil situation was exaggerated. 
There was less rain over the cotton 
belt, A well Known local house issued 
a crop estimate of 14,007,000 bales, 
exclusive of linters. Occasional set- 
backs occurred in cotton prices. 

Export trade in cottonseed oil 
lard continued quiet. Shipments of 
the latter product from all ports in 
the United States to foreign countries 
from January 1 to August 27 were 
about 25,000,000 pounds smaller than 
in the same time last year. The 
weight of the hogs received in west- 
ern markets continued high. Stocks 
of lard in Chicago September 1 were

Monday was the first day for de- 
liveries on September contracts. Ten- 
ders amounted to 16,300 barrels. Sub- 
sequent deliveries brought the total 
for the week up to 16,900 barrels.

With continued curtailment of crude 
oil output, reflected by a further drop 
in average daily output for the week 
ended August 27, the statistical posi- 
tion of the petroleum market improved 
somewhat last week. Gasoline was 
still weak, but showed a measure of 
stability after the numerous reductions 
of the past few weeks, while fuel oil 
also steadied somewhat and kerosene 
developed a stronger tone. Wax was 
stronger at recent advances, with the 
price trend still toward higher levels. 

Heavy production in the Little River 
pool in the Seminole district was 
threatening to offset the advantages 
of the curtailment program in the re- 
mainder of the field, but efforts were 
being made to get operators in the 
Little River section to agree on a pro 
rating plan.

High Prices 


for .Ammoniates 
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Check Buying 


—Strong Cotton Market Expected to Boom 
Mixtures Sales in Southern States 


Considerable sales resistance was ap- 
parent in the fertilizer materials mar- 
ket last week, and the ammoniates 
group had apparently stopped, for the 
present at least, its steady advance 
toward higher price levels. Business 
showed considerable slackening, and 
while part of this was traceable to the 
usual pre-holiday dullness, most of the 
curtailment was believed due to the 
high prices which have been attained 
on many of the ammoniates. 

Mixers have booked nitrate of soda 
and sulphate of ammonia in a moder- 
ate way for their forward require- 
ments, but they were not disposed to 
contract for other ammoniates at the 
prevailing price basis. Advances on 
some of the materials have been so 
extensive that fertilizer manufacturers 
have apparently come to the conclu- 
sion that there is more to be gained 
than lost through further deferment 
of buying, and consequently have 
adopted a waiting attitude, coming into 
the market for small lots to take care 
of immediate wants only. 

With cotton prices at a new high 
level for the year, and considerable 
weevil infestation reported from the 
cotton belt, fertilizer manufacturers 
were more optimistic regarding the 
outlook for spring business in the 
South. Cotton planters are expected 
not only to use fertilizer in larger 
quantities this season, but to use 
higher test mixtures, and more straight 
nitrate of soda and sulphate of am- 


monia for top and side dressing. Fer- 
tilizer manufacturers generally made 


a bad showing financially during the 
past fertilizer year.

Nitrate of Soda.—Developments were 
lacking in the nitrate market last 
week, but a strong undertone ruled. 
Importers were quoting both spot and 


forward at 2.25 to $2.30 per 100 
pounds, in bags, the inside price ap- 
plying to lots of 100 tons or more, 
while the higher figure was asked for 
quantities under 100 tons. Small-lot 
trading predominated throughout the 
week, most of the buying being in 
small lots for prompt or nearby de- 


livery. Some additional business has 
been placed in the South for spring 
delivery, however. 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—Two large cargoes 
offered for September-October shipment have 
been sold to Russia, the nitrate involved in 
the transaction being refined. In f.o.b. the 
market ranges 16s. 544d. to 16s. 7d. for August- 
September and lés. 7d. for October, with Oc- 
tober-March offered at 16s. 9%d. per metric 
quintal. Tetal disposals by producers for ship- 
ment June, 1927-May, 1928, are estimated at 
1,300,000 tons, of which 900,000 tons represents 
sales f.o.b. Chile and the remainder consign- 
ments by producers. Of these totals 710,000 
tons have been arranged for Europe, 90,000 
tons for Egypt, 425.000 tons for the United 
States, and 75,000 tons for Japan and other 
countries.

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Denatured Alcohol Advanced— Methanol Highly 
Competitive—Quicksilver in Firm Spot 
Position — Menthol Steady 


A rise of one cent in the price of 
denatured alcohol, effective September 


1 as per schedule announced two 
months ago, a shading of the price 
for antipyrin, and a higher quotation 
for soda cacodylate were prominent 
features in the market for drugs and 
fine chemicals last week. Quicksilver 
was firm and mercurials were in the 
same position, Competition lessened 


in minor bismuth salts and metal was 
steadier. Bismuth subnitrate continued 
to be in competitive position and prices 
were none too well maintained. A sim- 
ilar situation existed in potash iodide. 
Business in the market as a whole 
Was conservative in volume, yet up to 
the totals reached in previous years. 
There was little of fundamental weak- 


ness in the market and a fair degree 
of stability in the prices for most 


materials, 

The price advance in alcohol applied 
only to prompt deliveries or deliveries 
to be made on contracts written sub- 
sequent to September 1. The price 
that was established had been quoted 
since July on contract business for 
delivery in September or later; at that 
time it was a future price but it is 
now the going market for the balance 
of the year unless distillers advance 
quotations further. Methanol remained 
position. The 


in very competitive 

drive for business being made by 
makers of synthetic is cutting deeply 
into the field of natural methanol. 
However, it was said that the lower 
prices for methanol had stimulated 
demand for the article, according to 
one factor in this market. 


Bromides were firm. Business went to 
the domestic makers when large quan- 
tities were involved. Smaller lots, 
close to jobbing size, were at times 
ebtained from sellers of imported ma- 
teria] and at a price shading the do- 
mestic schedule slightly. Salicylates 
were generally firm owing to the well 
maintained price for basic raw mate- 
rial. The situation in methyl salicylate 
was not so well defined; competition 
from resale material continued to be 
an unsettling feature of the market. 

Ergotin was firmly maintained and 
the situation in raw material was such 
to count strongl*t against the de- 
velopment of more favorable prices.

British Underwriters Bar 
Illicit Narcotic Risks 


British insurance underwriters Septem- 
ber 1 commenced insertion of a “Danger- 
ous Drugs Clause” in all policies under 
which drugs and chemicals are insured. 

The clause provides that no claim under 
the policy will be paid on narcotics to 
which the International Opium Conven- 
tion of 1912 applies unless the narcotics 
are expressly declared as such in the pol- 
icy and the name of the country of dis- 
patch and consignment are specficially 
stated and the proof of loss is accom- 
panied by a license certificate or author- 
ization issued by the government of the 
country to which the narcotics are con- 
signed or alternatively, by a_ license, 
certificate or althorization issued by the 
government of the country from which 
the narcotics are consigned showing that 
the export of the consignment to the 
destination stated has been approved by 
the government and that the route by 
Which the narcotics were conveyed was 
usual and customary. The object of the 
clause is to assist in the suppression of 
the illicit traffic in narcotics.

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Wormwood Production Nil—West Indian Stocks of 
Orange Said to Be Exhausted—Lemon 
Firm — Peppermint Cut 


Price movements in the essential oil 
market last week favored buyers in 
the main. Most of them were the re- 
sult of a curtailed demand in many 
instances and, in some, of changes in 
primary market positions of replace- 
ment stocks. Local supplies were 
ample in the main and as fairly large 
replacement orders on account of deal- 
ers have featured the dull summer, 
the future is said to at least promise 
adequate stocks for the consuming 
trade, 

The situation in orange oil attracted 
some attention. Prices in Messina ad- 
vanced briskly and rise in spot quota- 
tions was not far behind in prompt- 
ness. Furthermore, from the 
West Indian supply de- 
clared that stocks there were exhaust- 
ed. While the spot demand for other 
er both oils was not active, the market 
was firm and sellers were inclined to 
so conservatively in the matter of 
selling West Indian oil freely at the 
current market price- Lemon oil was 
Steady to firm at all points. 

Domestic oils were in quiet request. 
Peppermint sold at a further decline 
In spot prices, a movement which was 
not paralleled in the primary market. 
The decline here was possible because 
of delivery of new crop oil on spot at 
prices sufficiently low to permit com- 
petition among dealers. Reports con- 
cerning the production of wormwood 
this year were disappointing: it has 
been practically nil. Holdover stocks 
in the primary market and on the spot 
Were declared to be small. Hence, re- 
sumption of demand is counted certain 
to produce a rise in local quotations. 
Spearmint was steady at unchanged 
prices, the market being well stabil- 
ized. Wormseed was in almost the 
same position. Erigeron was offered 
more freely from new production and 
hence prices were lowered on the spot. 

Java citronella oil was lower and 
easier under poor request.

U. S. Reports on Quality 
Of Imported Crude Drugs 


Six percent of the importations of for- 


eign crude drugs offered for entry into 
this country in the year ended July 31 
were found to be in violation of the Food 
and Drugs Act and were consequently 
detained, according to the Food, Drug 
and Administration of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. For the same 
period of the previous year detentions 
were 5 percent of the total imports. 

The principal violations noted were 
adulteration with excessive foreign mat- 
ter. and the substitution of inferior, sub- 
standard or spurious drugs The prod- 
ucts offering the most difficulty were 
aloes containing excessive moisture, ben- 
zoin deficient in alcohol soluble material, 
colocynth pulp containing excessive seeds 
and epicarp, saffron with excess yellow 
Styles, ergot (especially from Russia) of 
low biological assay, sabadilla_ -seed, 
Mexican Sarsaparilla and valerian roots 
excessively dirty, and stramonium and 
henbane deficient in alkaloids. Depart- 
ment officials state that many of the 
detentions are preventable in that they 
resulted apparently from insufficient 


cleaning or sorting. Importers have been 


advised to instruct their principals to 
exercise sufficient care in collection and 
handling to obviate any difficulty when 


the goods are entered. a 

Local officials of the administration 
State that while the imports refused entry 
for various amounted to six per- 
cent, a considerable portion of this six

S. B. Penick Returns from 
Botanical Survey Abroad 


S. B. Penick, president of S. B. Penick 
& Co., crude drug merchant, this city, re- 
turned August 31 after an absence of 
nine weeks in Europe. Mr. Penick went 
abroad to survey the foreign sources of 
supplies of botanical drugs, to study con- 


ing of 


ditions existing in the Continental mar- 
kets, and to extend as well the foreign 
connections of his company. In the nine 


weeks he was away, he visited eight coun- 
tries and twenty-eight cities. During that 
time he had but a single holiday, that 
being forced on him because August 15 is 
a holiday recognized all over the Conti- 
nent. That day he spent at Lake Como, 
Italy. 

Mr Penick reported that, in his opinion, 
the botanical drug crop this year will be 
smaller than last year’s and, on the whole, 
below average size. Weather conditions 
have been none too good. England and 
France have suffered from heavy rains, 
while Italy and southern Germany ex- 
perienced extended periods of drought. On 
the whole, he felt that the prices for Eu- 
ropean botanicals will either be well main- 
tained, or advanced, as the season pro- 
gresses 

Studies made in the cultivation and col- 
lection districts convinced Mr. Penick that 
the highest qualities of many botanical 
drugs never get to this country. He men- 
tioned coltsfoot leaves and German cham- 
omile flowers in this connection, pointing 
out that the choice chamomiles grown, 
dried, and packed in Germany bring three 
gold marks per pound in the German 
wholesale drug market, as compared with 
one gold mark paid for the Hungarian 
article. The intimate knowledge of the 
foreign botanists, the delicate and ex- 
haustive tests that have been developed, 
and the emphasis put on quality were con- 
ditions that impressed Mr. Penick strongly. 
His survey and study resulted in his 
bringing back with him intimate, precise, 
and voluminous data covering at least one 
hundred and fifty-five of the leading bo- 
tanical drugs.

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Stiff Competition in Sal Ammoniac—Tin Oxide Cut 
—White Arsenic Higher on Reduced Stocks 
—Calcium Arsenate Demand Fails 


The turn of the month evoked fewer 
changes in prices in the market for 
industrial chemicals than might have 
been expected, The volume of trading 
Was well enough maintained, although 


there was no denying that it fell off 
in some respects during the week, 
probably because of the impending 


holiday. In some instances, sales were 


appreciably behind those of the pre- 
ceding week, although in many in- 
stances factors found little to com- 
plain of on this account. Contract 


shipments of the major heavy chem- 
icals, such as soda ash, caustic, bleach- 
ing powder, chlorine and copperas 
had been maintained all summer, and 
fresh impetus. is expected to be given 
them during the next ten days. 

No changes were made in the prices 
of tin bichloride or crystals, but oxide 


was reduced ic. per pound by the 
manufacturers because of the more 
favorable position of the metal. Bi- 
chloride was in sharp demand and 


stocks were much reduced, which ac- 
counted for the strength in it. 

The reduction in the price of white 
granular sal ammoniac which domestic 
makers announced during the previous 
week resulted in a cut of 4c. per 
pound being made in the imported. 
The imported gray was reduced 6c. 
also by the dealers, who found little 
opportunity to sell it. Domestic fac- 
tors were obviously out to get the 
market for themselves and to this end 
quoted the low prices—prices which 
wellnigh prevented profitable importa- 
tion. 

White powdered arsenic was strong, 
with producers asking 4c. per pound 
more for white powdered. Calcium 
arsenate on the other hand, was re- 
duced %c. because of failure of de- 
mand and scant likelihood of any more 
buying of consequence this season,

This sec- 
ond column shall be considered as a mini- 


mum and may not be reduced or rebated 
through consolidations.

ucts. Demand for some of the more 
important crudes was quite good dur- 
ing the week. Contract shipments had 
shown no decrease recently. The firm- 
ness which was expected to develop in 
benzol had not done so, ‘but the fact 
that some stocks had been reduced 
could not fail but establish the market 
on a stabler basis than it had ‘been. 
There was a good eal of difference in 
the feeling last week and that of two 
months ago. The schedule of prices on 
benzol did not appear to be any too 
well maintained and shadings were 
frequently reported.

Refinery Products 


(Detailed New York prices current— 
page 3; tankwagon and service station 
prices—page 67). 

Gasoline was fractionally lower at 
refineries last week, and business was 
slack. Distributors were holding 
stocks down to a minimum, most of 
the business being rush_ shipment. 
Kerosene was moving in better volume 
and strengthened. Fuel oil held about 
steady, after the continuous declines 
of the past several weeks. Lubricat- 
ing oils showed little change, while 
waxes were steady to strong. 

The Department of Commerce re- 
ports that runs to stills in July 
amounted to 71,901,000 barrels, a daily 
average of 2,319,000 barrels, a new 
high figure. Production set a new 
high figure of 28,118,000 barrels, a daily 
average of 907,000 barrels. Domestic 
demand rose to new levels and stocks 
were again materially reduced in spite 
of a material drop in exports. Domes- 
tic demand was 20 percent higher than 
for July, 1926. Stocks on hand at the 
end of July amounted to 39,069,000 bar- 
rels, which, at the current rate of total 
demand, represents thirty-seven days’ 
supply as compared with 41 days’ 
supply on Hand a month ago and 42 
days’ supply on hand a year ago.

per gallon; U. S. Gulf ports, navy, in 
bulk, 7%c. per gallon; 60-62 degrees, 
390 endpoint, 8c. per gallon in bulk; 
64-66 degrees, 375 endpoint, bulk, 8%c. 
per gallon. July gasoline production 
was 28,118,000 barrels. Stocks on hand 
July 31 were 39,069,000 barrels. 

Kerosene.—Demand had shown a4 
little improvement, and the market 
tone was somewhat firmer. Tankwagon 
kerosene was quotable at 15c. per gal- 
lon. The jobbing market at Bayonne 
was steady at 6%c. for standard white 
in bulk and 7%c. for water white in 
bulk.

Tanning Materials Coming in for More Consuming 


Attention—Divi Divi, 


Wattle and Mangrove 


Scarce—Singapore Gambier Lower 


Changes in prices in the market for 
dyestuffs and tanning materials were 
not so striking last week as during the 
preceding one. There was a less uni- 


formly downward trend than during 


the previous week. Changes were still 


most frequent in the tanning ma- 


terials. These changes were brought 
about usually by shifting conditions in 
primary markets which influenced the 
trend of shipment prices directly. Re- 
cently there had been a revival of in- 
terest in tanning materials, and while 
it had not made any great headway as 
yet, factors in tanning materials con- 
sidered that it marked the turn of the 
tide. Consumers were obviously get- 
ting ready to place orders for their fall 
requirements 

Wattle bark, divi divi and mangrove 
bark were still in comparatively light 
supply, but this’ did not prevent a 
lower price being quoted on the wattle 
bark on oceasion. It was about $1 per 
ton less than previously reported. 
Buying of myrobalans was fairly brisk 
at times, consumers finding the pre- 
vailing shipment prices for this ma- 
terial agreeable, and buying with more 
freedom than had been noted before. 

Not much demand was apparent for 
Sicilian sumac, although shipment 
prices were as low as they had been in 
some time previously. Valonia was 
coming in for more demand, and with 
the new crop offered in the primary 
market, attractive shipping prices pre- 
vailed. Importers had been able to 
place a deal of business in beards, 
mixtures and cups for early shipment. 

Gambier was in somewhat more 
active demand ,and except for Singa- 
pore cubes prices were steady. The 
Singapore cubes were %c. per pound 
less. Gall extract was somewhat 
cheaper, and shipments of Chinese 
nutgalls were obtainable on occasion 
at le, per pound less. Zangoon cutch, 
which had not been in particular de- 
mand of late, was offered at lc. per 
pound less, but without stimulating 
much more Gemand than had previ- 
ously existed

Aluminum Chloride.—Trading in the 
market for 33 to 35 percent was along 
quiet lines last week. Rather more 
inquiries had developed during the 
previous week, but these inquiries had 
not led to any marked increased in 
actual buying and the market was 
still more or less routine. Factors 
hardly expected any change in the 
situation until after the holiday, Con- 
tract shipments continued to go forward 
fairly briskly and the regular users 
had not reduced commitments appre- 
ciably lately. There were ample 
stocks of chloride available, ‘but the mar 
ket had been steady in tone for some 
time past and little change in prices 
Was suggested by conditions prevail- 
ing last week. The 33 to 35 percent 
Was quoted at 3c. to 34c. per pound 
in drums depending on quantity, 

Antimony Salt.—The recent reduc- 
tion in the price of 66 percent salt did 
not stimulate demand very extensively 
and the market last week was along 
more or less routine lines. Consumers 
showed little tendency to increase pur- 
chases at this time, and confined their 
buying to such quantities as were 
needed for immediate operations. 
Stocks of salt were obtainable in ade- 
quate volume for all current require- 
ments, Quotations were 25sec. to 26c. 
per pound, depending on quantity and 
seller. The market was not particu- 


larly steady in tone at the range, there 
being enough competition to affect it. 

Potash Bichromate.—Contract ship- 
ments were going forward in good 
volume last week and the rate of these 
shipments was well maintained. Con- 
sumers continued to take on supplies 
in full volume, There was also some 
spot trading as well, but sales for 
prompt were not particularly heavy, 
as the regular users were getting sup- 
plies on contract, and others were not 
in need of any very large quantities at 
the moment, The market was steady in 
tone and prices were maintained by 
the leading producers at former levels. 
Quotations were 84c. to S8%c. per 
pound for prompt and forward ship- 
ments, depending on the quantity. 

Soda Bichromate.—The market was 
in a steady position and prices were 
stoutly maintained by the leading 
sellers, These interests quoted prompt 
and forward shipments at 6\4c. to 6%4e. 
per pound, depending on quantity, 
prices which had been quoted for some 
time back. There was steady demand 
for this chemical, and shipments 
against contracts were being made in 
undiminished volume. The good con- 
tract shipments of the past few months 
had been a feature of the market. New 
business was not very large, but 
showed signs of expansion.

F. T. C. Seeks Conference 
In Salad Dressing Trade 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1, 1927. 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
placed before the salad dressing industry 
the question of whether it wishes a trade 
practice conference to consider unfair 
practices said to prevail in that business. 


The commission believes that it might 
be possible through round table discus- 
sion to eliminate practices which have 


been made the subjects of complaints now 


on file. It is hoped by the commission 
that self-regulation in business will be 
possible to avoid formal government 
action. 


Chief among the so-called unfair prac- 
tices in this industry is said to be that of 
packing less than a gallon of salad dress- 
ing in standard gallon-sized cans. It is 
pointed out that often the gallon cans 
are packed to hold only 95 percent of a 
gallon of dressing. 


Sale of cottonseed oil for pure olive 
oil dressing is another practice that 
would be discussed in the event a trade
